— I find that the torso published by me in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Archaeology (vol. ix, pp. 53 ff.), had not been cata- 
logued in the Deltion, but had been noticed by Milehhofer in his 
Antikenbericht am Attika in the MittheUungen, xm (1888), p. 345, as 
lying in Chaidari, as far back as 1887. It is singular enough that in 
the summer of 1892 it was brought into the Central Museum and re- 
ported as one of several things excavated during the summer.
